THE DOOMED CITY. 


I t e l a i U o f t h e S e c o n d G r e a t C o n f la g r a ­ 
t io n a t C h ic a g o .

From 
the 
twenty-five 
columns 
w hich the Chicago Tribune devotes to 
a report of the last sweeping confla­ 
gration in that city, we glean the fol­ 
lowing circumstantial account of the 
terrible ravages of the fire fiend. 
The 
main points of interest, and the most 
striking scenes of the day, w ill here 
he found. 
Our limited space forbids 
following more minutely tour a (our 
the course of the flames: 
It came this time not “ like a thief 
in the night, but during those hours 
when all are supposed to be on the 
alert; when it is expected that a fire 
w ill bo discovered in a moment, an 
alarm instantaneously flashed to an 
engine-house, and the firemen on the 
spot. 
It came at a time—just after the 
fire at the storeof M. D. W ells & Co.— 
when it was expected that the fire­ 
men, stung by their failure there, and 
by the charges since made against 
them, would have worked with double 
speed and fury. 
And yet, in spite of all these tilings, 
the fire has come and conquered, and 
repeated the sad lesson of 1871, that in 
wooden buildings there is no safety 
for us. 
It has proven again the ina­ 
bility of our firemen to cope with the 
forces of nature, to lim it the destruc­ 
tive fury of a flame once under fair 
headway, or to contend against the 
unbridled tempest of that fatal south­ 
west wind. 
it is useless to go into comparisons, 
to relate the story of other conflagra­ 
tions, tlint have formed a bright black 
page in the history of this city. The 
0110 of yesterday can stand on its own 
merits. It began in an oil factory, 
while the one of 1871 started in a 
shanty. 
W ith a more aristocratic be­ 
ginning, it lias been less destructive. 
It has come to complete in part the 
work left undone in 1871, and to scoop 
out of existence another broad belt of 
wooden buildings which menaced the 
new structures which have sprung up 
in the business quarter of the South 
Division. 
It has shaken hands with 
the fire of 1871, and, reaching tlie 
grountl its predecessor conquered, lias 
stopped, not satiate, and yet satisfied. 
Well it may be for the palaces that 
line Madison street that yet another 
strip of brick anti stone is to be piled 
it]) between them and the menacing 
frame structures that lie beyond, anti 
yet we cannot help reflecting that this 
security of the future has been bought 
by too great a sacrifice in the present. 
Here, as before, the fire sprang at a 
bound beyond the control of the fire­ 
men. 
It mocked their puny efforts, 
and overstepped the lim its they sought 
to put to its course. They fought it 
faithfully and without many blunders. 
Coubtless there were not enough en­ 
gines. 
This fire comes to point the 
truth of recent declarations, that per­ 
haps it would be better economy to 
have less sewerage and more lire en­ 
gines; that the adoption of measures 
for the salvation of property really 
saves more lives than those intended 
for the preservation of health. 
The 
hundreds of 
women and children 
who spent 
last 
night in vacant 
lots, 
cowering 
on 
the 
heaps of 
rubbish which yet remain to tell the 
tale of the fire of 1871, xvould have 
heen happier, have slept sounder, and 
lived longer, had there been more en 
gines and less sewerage last year. 
There have been 110 great fires since 
the one on Halstead street last year, 
and yet how quickly the people took 
the alarm, once the danger was upon 
them. They looked at the rolling 
smoke clouds, and the flashing flames, 
and then at the omnious pointing of 
the steady vanes 
on the building 
above them, and read the danger in a 
moment. The tide turned southward 
earlier than its wont. The rush which 
usually begins at six began a little 
after four, and away the people went, 
merchants and employees, rushing 011 
till they were checked by the reflux 
tide of the sufferers by the conflagra­ 
tion. Their progress was stopped on 
State and those hastening home wero 
compelled to flank the fire on Michi- 
Avenue, or on Clark or W ells streets. 
Then began again the doleful scenes 
of other days. The cupidity of dray­ 
men and expressmen, asleep so long, 
sprang once more to arms. 
P'rom all 
quarters of the city they hurried to 
tlie spot to offer their services to those 
who were ready to give anything to 
save their all. 
It was the golden op­ 
portunity they had waited for so long, 
and, unhappily, it had come. 
But the 
llames passed beyond the confines of 
poverty and shame, and swept east­ 
ward to the stores, eastward to the 
dwelling-houses 
on 
Wabash 
and 
Michigan Avenues, 
eastward till it 
lapped its burning tongues in the cool 
waters of the lake. 


T IIE O R IG IN . 
The fire originated in a little low 
building that stood next to and ad­ 
joining the oil factory that stood be­ 
tween Fourth Avenue and Clark street, 
on Taylor street. The building was 
inhabited by a family of Polish Jews, 
who, the neighbors say, but doubtless 


incorrectly, had set fire to the house 
twice 
last 
Summer. 
About three 
weeks ago they had the furniture in 
the building insured, and it is said 
that it has been 011 fire twice since. 
There was also a fire in the rag shop 
adjoining the oil factory on the 3d of 
July, and the neighbors say the flames 
have been smouldering ever since in 
this pile of rags. 
A woman living in 
the immediate rear of the flames says 
that the Jews had moved out when 
the building was discovered to be afire, 
and they had 110 hesitation in charg­ 
ing them with the deed. The flames 
made rapid progress from the oil fac­ 
tory, which, 011 account of its charac­ 
ter, caught soon enough to be by many 
thought to be simultaneous with the 
other. 
It was surrounded witliadense 
number of shanties, extending in each 
direction, north, south and east. 
The 
oil, bursting into fire, flew in every 
direction, and it was not many m in­ 
utes before tho neighborhood was a 
blaze of fire. 


T H E W IN D . 
The wind came swooping down 
toward the circle of llames in such 
power as to almost carry people ofT 
their feet. 
A blackness gathered over 
the lake, and the lurid torrents of fire 
streamed upward from the burning 
buildings in a manner both majestic 
and terrifying. 
Everyone seemed to 
give up hope, and conceded that, with 
such a volume of air back of it, the 
flames must be driven into the heart 
of the city, and that the scene of gen­ 
eral destruction would be repeated. 


T H E L IM IT S OF T H E F IR E . 
The fire began in the center of the 
block bounded by Twelfth, Taylor and 
Clark streets, and P'ourth Avenue. It 
burned south to near Twelfth street, 
and went to Clark street. 
On Clark it 
burned north one and one-half blocks, 
to near the corner of Polk street. 
Its 
northern and western lim its from this 
point was northeast to P’ourth Ave­ 
nue; thence all the cast side of Fourth 
Avenue, north to Harrison street; 
thence on Harrison street, both sides, 
to State street; thence north on State 
street, both sides, to Congress; thence 
north 011 the east side of State to three 
doors north of Van Buren street. 
The east and south boundaries were: 
Beginning at the point on State nortli 
of Van Buren, southeast through W a­ 
bash Avenue to Michigan Avenue; 
thence south on Michigan Avenue to 
below Congress street, taking in the 
old Michigan Avenue Hotel; thence 
west to the wide alley running north 
and south between Wabash and Mich­ 
igan Avenues, burning all on the west 
side of that alley soutli to Eldridge 
Court; the southwestern lim it of the 
fire was in a due southwest line to the 
place 
where 
tho 
fire originated. 
Nearly all within these lim its was 
destroyed. 
F U T IL E EFFO RTS 
Were made in many places to check 
the flames, by blowing up buildings, 
but without any beneficial results. 
Throughout, tlie efiortsof the Depart­ 
ment seemed to have been directed to­ 
ward a vain attempt to p u t out the 
fire, rather than toward practical en­ 
deavors to arrest its progress. 
But at 
last the latter plan was adopted with 
signal success. 
Streams were carried 
up into tHe buildingof Colby & W irts, 
011 State street, and also upon the tops 
of the buildings just north of the 
burning ones 011 Wabash Avenue. 
PI very one soon saw that this building 
was 


T H E K E Y TO T H E F IR E , 
That, if once carried by the flames, 
there would be no lim it to its pro­ 
gress. 
After thirty minutes of hard 
work the roof fell in, and the streams 
from above became the most powerful 
agents in checking the further ravages 
of the flames. 
The cornice about this 
time took fire and burned with intense 
heat. The front center-piece was of 
zinc, and, as the flames curled around 
it, the zinc burned with most brilliant 
green, blue, and purple flames, curv­ 
ing and twisting into grotesque and 
picturesque shapes. 
Just a s the tire was being brought 
under on the west side of Wabash 
Avenue, a number of 
crates and 
boxes in the rear of Bowen & Kent’s 
crockery store took fire and communi­ 
cated to the buildings. This outbreak 
nearly resulted 111 a continuation of 
the aiiair indefinitely, but a few well- 
directed streams soon prevented this 
unfortunate catastrophe and tho fire 
was now clearly under control.

Although a large section of South­ 
ern California is claimed to be semi- 
tropical in its climate and productions 
and notwithstanding the admitted 
fact that semi-tropical fruits are pro­ 
duced in great perfection in certain 
isolated localities scattered through­ 
out the southern part of the State 
whore the soil and climate happen to 
he exceptionally favorable, still the 
appellation semi-tropical is only cor­ 
rectly applied to that part of the State 
where such productions are the rule, 
and not the exception. The true 
semi-tropical section of California is 
to be found only in that part of the 
counties of Los Angeles, San Bernar­ 
dino and San Diego which lies be­ 
tween the Sierra Nevada mountains 
and the Pacitlc Ocean. The mountain 
range, rising from 4,000 to 10,000 feet 
above the level of the sea, serves in all 
cases as a partial and in many places 
as a complete barrier to the destruc- 
ti%*e and dessicating north winds 
which so often blast the hopes of the 
cultivator in other parts of the State. 
The sea-breeze, so harsh and rough on 
the northern coasts, here becomes soft, 
gentle and delicious. Nature seems 
to have exerted herself to create a 
climate so temperate as to avoid the 
extremes of heat and cold; for a 
country where the soil is inexhausti­ 
bly fertile, the unfailing productive­ 
ness of which is assured by an abund­ 
ant supply of water for irrigation, 
which can be obtained in a very large 
portion of the above-mentioned sec­ 
tion. Rain is an uncertain depend­ 
ence in all parts of California—more 
particularly so in the southern part of 
the State; and although good grain 
crops can occasionally be produced on 
dry hinds in favorable seasons, no 
lands in thlsdistrict can be considered 
certainly and unvaryingly productive 
except the portions which arc natu­ 
rally moist or those which have a cer­ 
tain and unfailing supply of water for 
irrigation. No matter how fertile the 
soil or how favorable the climatic 
conditions may be, no man can suc­ 
ceed in the cultivation of semi-tropi­ 
cal fruits without a reliable supply of 
water; therefore, the only part of this 
semi-tropical district which is worthy 
of consideration is the part which 
possesses water for irrigation. With 
the exception of a few isolated valleys 
of small extent in San Diego county, 
the great bulk of these lands lie in 
the valleys of the three principal 
rivers of .Southern California—the 
Santa Ana, the San Gabriel and the 
Los Angeles, with their respective 
branches. The Ban Gabrel Valley, 
including San Fernando, San Jose and 
Los Angeles Valleys, contains about 
200,000 acres, of which probably 100,­ 
000 acres can be irrigated, either by 
ditches or artesian wells, all of which 
are within the limits of Los Angeles 
county. The Santa Ana Valley, in 
San Bernardino county, contains 
about 200,000 acres, 100,000 of which is 
irrigable, principally from the river, 
which flows through the center, 
the balance being irrigable by 
artesian wells 
aiid 
by 
small 
streams flowing from the mountains. 
That part of the Santa Ana Valley ly­ 
ing in Los Angeles county contains 
about 200,000 acres, all of which is ir­ 
rigable either by ditches or artesian 
wells. Outside of these two principal 
valleys there is possibly 10,000 or 15,­ 
000 acres of irrigable land, principally 
in San Diego county. According to 
the foregoing estimate, there is in this 
district about 415,000 acres of irriga­ 
ble land, capable of sustaining com­ 
fortably 200,000 people, estimating ten 
acres to a family of five. That quan­ 
tity of land in tropical fruits would 
yield a very comfortable income to a 
much larger family, but as only the 
lands that have a certain elevation 
above the sea are suited to the growth 
of semi-tropical fruits, the low and 
moist lands would be devoted to the 
culture of tobacco, corn, or alfalfa, 
particularly the latter; ten acres of 
irrigated alfalfa will furnish abundant 
f.'cd for fifty dairy cows, whose pro­ 
duce in butter and cheese would make 
an industrious family rich in a few 
years. If all the lauds suitable to the 
growth of alfalfa in Los Angeles and 
San Bernardino counties were utilized 
and stocked with good dairy cows, tiie 
dairy produce of this section would be 
greater than that of the whole State, 
in the north it requires ten acres to 
sustain one cow with dry feed half of 
t ie year. Whilst here one acre of al­ 
falfa will sustain with constant green 
feed from four to six cows the entire 
year; and in consequence of the supe­ 
rior feed the produce will be not only 
superior in quality but at least fifty 
per cent, greater in quantity. And 
although the products of the dairy are 
not of a tropical nature, they are just 
as rich in color, and far better adapted 
to the needs of humanity. This fa­ 
vored country can produce almost 
everything in the line of agricultural 
productions just a little better than 
anywhere else. We lack only one 
thing, and that is ail energetic and 
industrious population; they are com­ 
ing in slowly and surely, but if our 
advantages were more generally 
known they would come in a flood, 
and fill our broad and fertile valleys 
with smiling and happy homes. 


No Work for Women. 
When the telegraph flashed the In­ 
formation that some five hundred of 
the female employees in the United 
States Treasury Department were to 
bo discharged, and that on being in­ 
formed of the fact eighteen of thorn 


were so overcome that they fainted, wc 
all smiled a cynical sort of «mile and 
said in a derisive sort of way, “ poor 
things.” We all thought these em­ 
ployees were youug ladies, many of 
them not dependent on their salary 
for a living. We did not stop to think 
that a large proportion of those dis­ 
charged employees were poor women 
—soldier’s widows—with families of 
helpless children to support and only 
their earnings to draw upon. Yet it is 
true. These women are not all girls, 
nor are they able to live without work. 
During the war times and for some 
time after the death of the rebellion, 
many women whoso husbands, fathers 
and brothers fell in battle, were given 
employment about the Capitol. They 
made excellent clerks, and were well 
liked by all for whom they labored. 
But these poor women could not vote, 
and as the Administration found itself 
falling behind—its majority growing 
small by degrees and beautifully less— 
it became apparent that the lady 
clerks must give plnce to tho«<> having 
votes and willing to place those votes 
at the disposal of the men who gave 
them places. Thus the widow and 
the orphan are driven from the desks 
and turned in the streets to beg or 
starve, or—die. Millions are stolen, 
thrown away, pocketed, by the thieves 
that haunt every avenuo of the na­ 
tional capital, but the poor, honest, 
hardworking widow whose husband 
died in the cause of his country, is de­ 
nied the privilege of earning the bread 
for her orphaned children. 


Caesarism.’ 
Senator G o r d o n, who is an inti­ 
mate friend of President G r a n t—per­ 
haps he is even more of a friend than 
Senator J o n e s—has been asked if he 
thought the President aspired to a 
third term, and replied: “ I certainly 
do. I think that President G r a n t is 
exceedingly anxious to run again, and 
is very apt to do so. I am very inti­ 
mate with him—as much as almost 
any one—and lie is always very cor­ 
dial with me. I think he certainly 
intends to run again.” 
He also 
added that he did not think that the 
President wished to be the Republi­ 
can nominee. It is his opinion that 
lie desires to run as the People’s can­ 
didate. There are two interesting fea­ 
tures in this statement. One is that 
G r a n t certainly intends to be a can­ 
didate for re-election, ami the other is 
the excellent joke he intends playing 
on the Republican party. He does not 
care to be the leader of that party any 
longer! How are the mighty fallen ? 


Pacific Coast Items. 
Threshing has commenced in the 
grain-fields back of Vallejo. 
The citizens of Petaluma are again 
agitating the establishment of a shoe 
factory in that city. 
Last week five Sacramento houses 
shipped 283 tons of fruit and vegeta­ 
bles over the mountains. 
A new town has been laid out at 
Durham Station, in Butte county, by 
Judge O. G. Pratt on lands of the Pratt 
grant. 
T. S. Chapin and W. Finch arc 
erecting a building at Vacaville for 
the purpose of drying fruit by the Al­ 
dea process. 
A Local Option petition from Salt 
Point, Sonoma county, has been re­ 
jected for want of the required number 
of petitioners. 
Persons who have been through 
Shasta Valley and the hills around it, 
say the grass is better than it has been 
for years. 
Eight feet, two inches, is the height 
of some oats left at the office of the 
Petaluma Argus by John Shearer, of 
Vallejo township. 
Chico has become an important 
point for shipment of lumber. There 
were shipped from there during the 
month of June 89 car-load*. 
The Kern county Courier says that 
a sad state of lawlessness exists at 
Kernville, and, unless corrected, good 
citizens will be compelled to leave. 
The appeal of Havilah on the ques­ 
tion of the county seat of Kern county 
has been dishonored, and Bakersfield 
still remains the county seat. 
Says the Petaluma Argus of Satur­ 
day: “ The fogs that have prevailed 
for several mornings past will prove 
of great benefit to the potato' crop.” 
The town of Colusa has passed an 
ordinance providing for the punish­ 
ment of such persons as may be con­ 
victed of misdemeanor by labor in a 
chain-gang. 
Thursday last was tire hottest day of 
the season in Shasta; also in Weaver- 
ville. In the former place the ther­ 
mometer went up to 102°; in the latter 
to 101°. 
P. L. Stull, of Penn valley, Nevada 
count}', besides abundance of other 
fruit and grapes, will have, it is esti­ 
mated, about 20,000 pounds of black­ 
berries this season. 
Grasshoppers in great numbers have 
made their appearance in the vicinity 
of Valley Ford, in Sonoma county, and 
fears are entertained that they will 
do great damage to vegetation. 
William Stonebraker, whose ranch 
is in Big valley, Lake county, has 
eighteen acres of alfalfa, in a flourish­ 
ing condition. In this field he has 
about twenty head of cattle grazing 
the year round. 
The Supervisors of Mendocino county 
have ordered the people of Big River 
and Ten-Mile River Townships to vote 
September 9th whether they will be 
taxed for the purpose of having free 
bridges or not. 
The school of Mare Island was 
opened Monday morning, after a vaca­ 
tion of about a couple of months. The 
children celebrated the occasion by a 
very fanciful decoration of the school­ 
room with flowers and evergreens. 
The Shasta Courier says; “Theodore 
Popejoy and others, who recently lo­ 
cated the original Williams and" Kel- 
linger claim at Copper City, have 
taken out some very rich quartz rock, 
and sent it to San Francisco to have 
it tested.” 
The \ reka Union of Saturday savs: 
“Considerable new hay has been 
hauled into town during the last week 
or ten days. Most of it is a mixture 
of wheat or barley and wild oats, or 
wild grass of some kind, or alfalfa. 
But little timothy has as yet been 
brought into market.”

FO R EICN NEW S. 
What President MueMahon Snj». 
P a r is , July 22.—President MacMa- 
hon, in response to a deputation of 
Members of the Assembly, who 
waited on him to-day, said "that he 
was not summoned to power in order 
to restore either a monarchy or an 
empire. His acts proved to all that 
lie would not participate in such an 
enterprise. The law which created 
the septemate still less imposed on 
him the task of constituting a definite 
republic. M. Peri’s bill otFered him 
nothing, but by isolating him from 
the Conservatives, by whose aid he 
wished to govern, and would deprive 
him of much counsel; consequently, 
the Ministers would declare in his 
name that he rejected the project, In 
conclusion he expressed the opinion 
that a proclamation of the republic 
mightdisturb order and peace; but if 
the laws he asked for were voted, the 
septemate would become a movement 
calculated to inspire confidence and 
respect.What England Thinks. 
L o n d o n, July 23.—The Lord Mayor 
gave a banquet to-night to Her Maj­ 
esty’s Ministers at the Mansion House. 
Disraeli, in answer to the Ministry, 
said no one was able to view the state 
of Europe with complacency. Every 
one must deplore the anarchial condi­ 
tion of some of the most favored coun­ 
tries.

M a d r id , July 23.—Brigadier-Gen­ 
eral Pinto has defeated a detachment 
of Don Alfonso’s army at Salvanete, 
in the province of Cuenca, delivering 
soven hundred prisoners taken by the 
Carlista at Cuenca, and capturing 
eight officers of Alfonso’s staff', with a 
considerable quantity of arms and 
baggage. The Carlista’ loss in killed 
anil wounded and prisoners was 
heavy. The Carlista' shot one hun­ 
dred and sixty Republican prisoners 
at Olat. The Government has order­ 
ed contributions to be levied on parti­ 
sans of Don Carlos property. The 
Carlist residents in Cuenca have been 
seized to indemnify the relatives of 
the Republicans killed during the 
siege.

The Council m et at the usual time. 
Present : Council men DeCclls,Gorkins, 
Huber, Chavis, Valdez, Mascartd and 
W orkman. Absent: Dockwciler and 
Sabichl. 
The President being absent, Mr. 
W orkm an was called to the Chair. 
The minutes of previous meeting 
were then read and approved. 
Mr. Ducommun addressed the Coun­ 
cil, asking permission to construct his 
own sidewalk on Main and Commer­ 
cial streets in front of his new build­ 
ing; also requesting tliat the hydrant 
which is now within the lim it of the 
sidewalk, be removed. Referred to the 
Board of Public Works. 
A report was received from the Zan­ 
jero, with account of moneys ex pended 
on zanjas 
during the m onth, re­ 
questing that a further appropriation 
of $300 be made for a like purpose. 
Report placed on file, and account re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Zanjas. 
The appropriation as asked for was 
also made. 
Mr. Gallardo, the Deputy Zanjero, 
reported th at there is now no w ater in 
th e canal and reservcirditch, the water 
l ei ng all exhausted therefrom by the 
proprietors of the Feliz ranch. 
Mr. Gorkins was in favor of allow­ 
ing a sufficient num ber of deputies to 
the Zanjero and instructing him to 
proceed to the head of the ditch and 
take possession of the water on the 
part of the city, preventing these par­ 
ties from taking water therefrom. 
Mr. DeCelis and Mr. H uber thought 
this m anner of proceeding entirely 
too abrupt and lawless, and th at the 
city would he liable to severe censure 
for such action. 
Mr. DeCelis moved that the City 
A ttorney be instructed to ask the 
Judge lor a reduction of the bond re­ 
quired on the part of the city, and that 
an injunction bo secured against the 
proprietors of the Feliz ranch at onco 
upon securing the bond. 
Carried. 
A report from the City Attorney 
was received, stating th a t he had col­ 
lected from Chas. R. Ayres $100 73, 
delinquent taxes for years 1868-9, and 
had paid the same over to the City 
Treasurer. 
Placed on file. 
A icport from the Board of Public 
Wo -ks was received. 
In the m atter 
of the grade and establishing the side- 
v a k o n the west side of New H igh 
street, they stated th at said grade is 
already established; as to t lie side­ 
walk, that should conform to thegrade 
of the street. The Board recommend­ 
ed th at in the m atter of opening and 
bridging Hope street, the City Sur­ 
veyor be instructed to exam ine and 
see who the owners of the property are 
along the line of the street. 
The 
Board also recommended th at an or­ 
der be made to publish an intention 
of grading and improving Spring and 
Commercial streets. 
Received and 
placed on file. 
The i o nmitti e appointed for th at 
purpose presented a report witli reso­ 
lutions and ordinance providing for 
the paym ent or the City Surveyor by 
fees instead of by salary as heretofore. 
The schedule of prices as offered in 
the resolutions was as follows: For 
all engineering work done on any 
street ordered graded, macadamized 
or improved, when levels and esti­ 
m a o s are necessary; for such im ­ 
provements he shall have from each 
lot ten cents per running foot for the 
first fifty feet; eight cents per run­ 
ning foot fop any additional num ber of 
feet up to one hundred, and six cents 
per running foot for any additional 
num ber of feet above one hundred 
feet and less th an two hundred and 
fifty feet; and four cents per running 
foot for all over two hundred and fifty 
feet. The same to be charged to each 
lot or parcel of land fronting on the 
street where the work is done, and to 
be included in assessment. For all 
( t ’.ier work not included in these rates, 
$5 per day On motion the resolution 
and 
ordinances 
as 
reported were 
adopted. 
Tue resignation of W m. Moore from 
the office of City Surveyor was pre­ 
sented, 
to 
take 
effect, 
from the 
1st of August. 
Accepted. 
The Committee on Lands reported 
in favor of g lin tin g a quit-claim deed 
to Carmen carreras, as petitioned for, 
A so oi e to M. Chavis, sim ilarly situ­ 
ated. 
Reports adopted. 
The Committee on Police reported 
in favor of appointing J. F. Wilson 
as special policeman to be on duty at 
the depot without compensation from 
the city. 
Report adopted. 
An ordinance wa¿ presented regu 
lating the rates for water furnished by 
the Los Angeles W ater Company, 
a 
long discussion followed,which result­ 
ed In a motion by Mr. De Celis re-ap­ 
pointing the Committee to draw up a 
schedule of rates in accordance with 
the contract made w ith the city in 
1868 by the w ater company. 
Carried. 
An ordinance was presented regu- 
latin" licenses to be paid by persons 
or firms carrying on the business of 
real estate brokers in tlio city. On 
motion the monthly tax for same was 
fixed at $5, and the ordinance ap- 
pi oved. 
An agreement was submitted be­ 
tween the city of Los Angeles and the 
firm of Thom & Ross, providing for 
the employm ent of said firm as asso­ 
ciate counsel with the City Attorney 
, iu conducting the suit against the 


proprietors of the Los Feliz ranch. 
The fees to be paid for such service 
were fixed as stated by the City A t­ 
torney at the last meeting. 
On mo­ 
tion the contract was approved, and 
the Mayor requested to sign the same 
on the part of the city. 
By permission, Mr."Quinn addressed 
the Council in behalf of the Grangers 
in the southern part of the county, 
relative to the building of a paper 
mill in Los Angeles. H e wished to 
know what 
inducements 
the city 
would offer for the starting of 9ucli an 
enterprise. Mr. Southworth then read 
a letter from Messrs. Brownell & Mil­ 
ler, of Chicago, making inquiries con­ 
cerning the facilities for starting a 
m ill of the kind in Los Angeles, with 
water, etc. 
On motion, the subject 
was referred to the Committee on 
Zanjas to confer with the Grange 
Committee.
